do play decently give it up as soon as they 
are married.

i music; let those who have a real tast'e 


devote themselves to it; but certainly it 
ought not to be viewed a« an educational 
necessity, like .geography or history.. 
Now, 


there are few people who caniot be taught 
to read well, and there are a thousand 
ways in which a good reader can give 
pleasure. 
VVben 
fathers 'and husbandt 


come borua .tired from their professional 
dudes of the day, how pleasant it is to 
them to have the paper, or some t;ood 
review read aloud by wives or daughters 
But to do this well A certain amount of 
study ia requisite ; first of all, it ia necessary 
to acquire a habit of sustaining the voice; 
then one must learn to modulate the tones, 
to attend to punctuation, rfud, above all. 
the readej must have a fair appreciation 
of tho author's meaning. 
This involves n 


study of general literatare, which is sadly 
needed by most youn» ladies who are sup- 
posed to have finished their education. Ii 
is'impossible to estimate sufficiently the 
importance of reading aloud in the family 
circle. Children are wonderfully infpressed 
by hearing poetry ; thi-ir tastes are formed, 
and their minds stored with knowledge, 
often far beyond their years, if they have 
been brought up where the English elassias 
are read aloud and talked about. 
And in 


after life how often, amidst turmoil and 
trouble, some scrap of poetry or prose 
comes back to us io the tunes In which we 
heard it read. 
Some noble sentiment— 


some pure thought—is thas forever assn- 
ciated with "the tender grace »f a day that 
is dead," and with "tha sound of a voice 
tbst is st'll." 
It has always struck me 


that tiue refinement of mind is more shown 
in this simple accomplishment 
than in 


almost any other.

This folly pervades, more 


or less, all classes, and arises fio n the error 
of buildiug our enjnymoot on the false 
foundation of the world'* opinion, in-itead 
of being, with due regard to others, esch 
our own world.

A corespondent writing from Newport

a notable man in this place which I think 
will look well in print, and deserves to go 
"the rounds" of the press.

We learn from parties who were present 


that in the discussion between our two 
Senators OD Thursday, at the Kenosha 
County Fair, Senator Doolittle was iairly 
and completely defeated. 


By arrangement the time was limited to 


two hours and a half. 
Senator Howe was 


to open the debate, speaking one hour; 
Senator Doolittle was to follow, speaking 
an liour and a quarter; and Senator Howe 
to close, occupying the remaining fifteen 
minutes. 


Accordingly, Senator Howe began the 


debate, arguing 
against Mr. Johnson's 


poliey, and defending Congress. 
He re- 


minded the crowd that Mr Doolittle was 
relic-d upon as the ablest defender of the 
Johnson policy, and that if ha could not 
meet the arguments against that policy no 
one could. 
And in closing, ha took pains 


to recapitulate the leading points of this 
argument, and to direct" Sir. Doolittle's 
attention particularly to tharn. 


In reply, Mr. Doolittle professed his 


readiness to refute every one of the argu 
ments advanced by his opponent, but im- 
mediately slid off into a sort of exordium, 
and entirely forgot to return to tho main 
question. 
From first to last he did not 


pretend to toncb one of the positions taken 
snd defended by Senator Howe. 
lie 


seetne3 conscious that he occupied untenable 
ground,.and did not even attempt to repel 
the assaults of his adversary,. 


The crowd listened very impatiently to 


Senator Doolittle, interrupting him fre- 
quently with groans and laughter, and such 
cries as "New Orleans." Judge Howe's 
friends had to appeal to the crowd in order 
to secure attention to Mr. Doolittle. 


Although the crowd consisted largely of 


Democrats, there were but. few and very 
faint demonstrations of applause.
